TUrty-nlna Chinamen ot ploni In- 
clinations attended tha Chinese Sunday 
School at Dr. Goodwin's ohurob, corner 
of Ann street and Washington Boule- 
vard, yesterday afternoon. Many of 
them had discarded the costume ol 
their native land and wore thu dress of 
Ibis country, but by far tho greater 
number had on their abbreviated 
Mother Huboards and sandals, and 
wore their hats so as to display tho'fuU 
beauty and symmetry of tlioir' euos. 
All were senipulously neat in appear- 
ance, dcloreutial In manner, and atten- 
llvo to the exorcises. I'hcsa consisted 
of prayer, the singing of hymnt, both 
In English and Chinese, and the ex- 
pounding of the Soriptures. 

The ladies of Dr. (Joodwin's church 
have exerted tiicrasolros toward tho 
oonverslon ot the Chinese, aud since 
the Sabbath Soh^l was established, 
upward of a ycarBgo, many of the 
heathen havo umv.tced Christianity, 
Yesterday one ChiAman wai learnlii^ 
the alphabet, whiis another, who had 
mastered the inlrlcaoios of tbu Ian- 
gusgo, was wrestling with dcvtrlnal 
priuclplca, and wanted to be enlight^ 
enod as t) tho meaning of tho term 
"heresy." 

There is one teacher to oach Chinese 
seholar. If tlis latter can not read, ha 
la taught tho alphabet, and is then made 
to spell words (orniiui; part of some 
Scriptural text Tho whole text ia then 
made plain to liim, and the Scriptural 
Idea eoulained in it fully explained.

Tbo ''China 
boy" who learns his letters oni! Siinilay 
attends school the ne:it Sunday pvu- 
pavod to engage in speillDg. )i few 
months later his text-book is liio Uibiu, 
tie is inqniailiva and anxious to learn, 
and his quiuk, subtle minu rendtly 
eomprehonds an idea. The teachers 
say the Cliincso are niottcl pupils. 
When tiiey siuj"; lli'j soiiin ilent look 
vanishes from their faeus and their 
i.'uart ooantonanoea are lighted up wlib 
Joy. 

"The Chinese .iro a misnndcrstond 

fiooplu," duclareil a lady prominently 
ilenlillcd with the work. "They are 
always respectful and ll ii almost pa- 
thetlo to see how ansioua th«y are lo 
learn. Then they aro generous aliuost 
to a fault. When this work was first 
commenced we took up a collection 
once uvnry Sunday, but the Chineju 
gave so much that we woro obliged to 
limit the colleotioas lo onco a !!;ontb. 
They could uot be taught to give fire 
cunts, but gave half-dollars and dollars. 
Not long ago wo pUnoed lo give tlieiu 
an ontertainmont In the cluircli, Tliuy 
learned of it and in five minutes ircut 
among themsoli'es and oollectad 960.—

A banJsoino Tribune reporter wli« 
olushes at tho thought of matrimony, 
eonulmled to pa.ss tomi>orarilT as a 
young man of this typo, and wandered 
down through Wall and Broad uroets, 
among the brokera. Stepping into a 
well-known offloe, the reporter called

willing to make money, and aakrd for 
a private audience. When seated away 
from curious oars tho roporior ro- 
marked:

It was 
placed on tho calendar, where, iu all 
probability, it would remain forever 
unless some extraordinary effort was 
made to bring it before the House. 
McKenzio tried repeatedly lo catch 
the Speaker'.- eye, but for some rea- 
son Itaiidall chose to ignore him 
Tlie eud of the sei>sioii waa gradually 
drawing near, and McKentle began 
to grow desperate. One day, while 
the regular ordes of b:isiiiess was un- 
der eoiisideration, McKenzie startled 
the House by rising to his feet and 
sboiiting: "Mr. Speaker! I rise to 
a i|Ucstion of the liigliest privilege." 
"The gentleman from Kontneky will 
slate his question," answered lian- 
dall, turning iu Mclvenzio's direction. 
"My qnestion, sir, involves a matter 
of the lilgliost privilege — the right of 
a member to his scat." This rstlier 
sensational announcement drew upon 
him the attention of the entire House, 
riie silence which followed was 
broken again by McKoiizle who con- 
tiiiiiod : "1 u.-k iiiiaiiimous consent 
to take from the calendar house bill 
No. 14,790 and paaa it under a sui- 
liensinii Of the rules." The calendar 
was hastily ooiisnlted, when it was 
discovered tliat liouse bill No. U.TiKi 

Crovided for the erection of a public 
uildiiig at Paducah, Ky. Randall 
was ftinous with rage. 

"'I'be gentleman from Kentucky 
foruots bimsclf," be began, when Mr. 
McKenzie with comical scriouaness, 
iuterrupteil him : "I apoke the plain, 
unvarnished truth when I aaid the 
passage of tlmt liill involveil the right 
to my .scat. If I don't succeed in se- 
curing the necessary appropriation I 
need never expect to return to Con- 
gress again." At this sally the House 
burst into a broad roar of Isugliler, 
wlici'eu|>on l-'rank llisccick, over on 
the llepublican side, begged that Mr. 
McKeuxie'a request be eompliad with 
and that iinanlmoua conieut be given 
to pass tlio bill. There were no ob- 
Jeotioiis, and within sixty seconds 
.McKenzie seenrod' what he bad wait- 
ed for montha to accompliab. It wu 
he who aald llayea' adniluiatration 
would live in hialory for two reaaons 
—weak vetoes and cold water at atate 
dinucrs.

Tlio recent grand Jury In Trigg 
county found two iudlctmenta against 
W. T. Walker, one for forgery aud 
iRe other foirgraiid larceny. Tbe war- 
ranla wereaeut toblierllTJolin Boyd, 
of thit county, by Sheriff John Boyd, 
of Trigg, onTburaday laatdepu- 
,ty aherlfr Max M. llauberry waa dia- 
patched to Lafkyette to arreat Walk- 
er. He reached that place about 9 
o'clock and learned tliat Walker 
there, running a photograph gallery 
in Bayuliam'a fbruitnre atore. Han- 
berry tufaimoned Sam Heater lo aa- 
aiat in making i tba arreat and they 
eiitarod the room and fonud Walker 
with aavaral other men. He told 
Walker what he was wanted for and 
showed bim tbe warrault. Hanber- 
ry then told Walker that he mual 
tea rob bim (o tee if be had any wea- 
pooa on Ilia peraoo. Walker refUaed 
to aobmit to tiila and began to walk 
backwarda and attempted to draw a 
pistol. Hanberry grabbed him and 
Walker iiiially got out the piatol, a. 
32 calibre Smith k Wetaon, and a 
doaperate alruggle onaued, Walker 
trying all the time lo cock tbe piatol 
to alioot liaiiborry. Tho latter aoeing 
titat lie i:ou!d not disarm Walker 
alone, and aa nobody came lo hia at- 
sistanco he drew hia pistol and shot 
him. Walker stumbled and dropiied 
Ills pistol, which llaiiherry grabbed 
before Walker could pli?k it up and 
the prisoner ceased to reaial. Tho 
ball that wounded Walker pa-ised 
through a book in hia pocket and en- 
tered hit left tide near llie region of 
the heart Hanberry aaaitted liini to 
hia room and then aurrendcred to 
the anlhorltics. He liad hia trial the 
aame day Leforo Eaquirea Fuqua aud 
Fraaer aud waa acquitted. 

Up lo yeatei'day Walker was atill 
alive and waa regaiiled as about oul 
of danger. Walker ia a man about 
30 odd years of age, a widower and 
has one child. Ho is a native of ibU 
county aud has for aonio lime liad a 
pbotograph gallery which be luovea 
fniin piauo to piaM and usually lo- 
caica it in a tent 

No blame can be nllacbed to Mr. 
Ilunbcrry, aa lie did not use Ids 
weapon until it became ueceaaary In 
do Ko to protect Ilia own life. Walk- 
er hiiiiaulf made a statement cxuner- 
tliig tho olUu«r from all blauio in 
the matter.

W.W. Caldwell Ihjt Qrten Bt«- 
pheni with a Fiok uar Ea- 

One year ago laat Thuraday tbe 
cily waa thrown into a fever of ez- 
cileyient by tbe newa of a murder 
In tba liongview neighborhood. Deo. 
24lh seenia to be a bloody date In 
tliia county, for another chapter in 
tho bloody lecord of crime was writ- 
ten lut Thursday in tba northern 
part of tbe connly. On Friday even- 
ing O. C. Grace and John Woodburu 
brougiitW.W.CaldweUlo tbe city 
and lodged him in Jail ebargad with 
killing Oreen BtoplHWS on tbe after- 
noon of tbe 24th, near Haley's mill, 
on tba Ureenvlile road, 14 miles 
northwest of tbe city. 

A represanlativeofthoSouTnKKN- 
Ti'CKiAN uw OaUwell yesterday in 
Jail and lie gave bis version of tbe af- 
fair. Ha aid that bis wife liad part- 
ad from bim In the summer and that 
be and bis &-yaar-old son, bad been 
living alone since that time. Tbe 
flrst of list weak be made arrange- 
ments fbr a man named Francis Du kea 
and a woman who claimed lo be hia 
wifbto come and live wlih Mm. 
Dukea wu lo blip btm get ont ataves 
and tbe i^oman waa lo do tbe wash- 
ing and cooking. He saya be aubae- 
quenlly learned that the woman bore 
a bad character and waa not married 
lo Dukct. They had been at bit 
house but a few days wiien Oreen 
Stcphont, wko lived near b)', came 
In drunk and flourishing a knifli and 
witb an oath told the woman that ahe 
bad to leave, aa he would not liavr 
audi a character near his house. 
Caldwell says ho then turned to bim 
and said lie bad to get out too. A 
man named Ben Casoii bud come 
with blin aud was silling on hia 
borse outalde tlie door witb an empty 
gun across his lap. 

Stephens iieeaino very violent and 
Caldwell's version is that ho told 
hlin that lie would leave, aud picked 
up bis valise to put Ills clothes Into 
it. Stcplieiia llicn told bint if be 
opened llic valise he would kill bim 
and stcp|>cd out and snali bing tbe 
gtin front old man Casoii began lo 
load it. (Jaldwcll tbcu seized a pick 
and jumped at .'jlepliens and struck 
bim In the neck wliile he waa loading 
lite gun. 8lc|>licns died : I ten min- 
iilea. Caldwell fastened liiniaelf in bis 
house iiiilil Cason went and bron^bl 
Vmh. .Iiilinsoii wbo put bim under ar- 
rest and sent liiiii lo jail. Caldwell 
aays bo faale!:-d liis door liccanso lie 
feared violciu-^' from Stcplieita 
friends. Hew iiiiich llu' ic^liitiouy 
ofwiliic<ses will vary I'toin litis ac- 
couhl iciiiains to bi' ,-ccii. Tito gen- 
eral iinpicNsiiiii is that Caldwell lias 
a very bad case, lliongh tho fact that 
llie killing oci nrit'd at itisown iionse 
Is a point in bis favor. Ho was tried 
beforetbc Ilopkinsvillc magistrates 
yesterday and licM over williout bail. 

He ia an Irislinian, 11! years old, 
and baa ficiincntly been in ami about 
the city. The place wlieie be lived 
was on Coal crook and lie says be- 
longed lo himself and Itia wife to- 
gether, before titey parted. 

Stephens was alwut X> years old 
and leaves a wife and tlirco cliildrcn, 
one of them a boy 12 or 15 years old. 
Ua waa living on ground wbieh he 
leased from Caldwell, according lo 
the letter's stalamanl;
